THE WINE 
MYSTIQUE 


WINE-TASTING TOOLS 


You can drink wine from either antique crystal or a 
recycled jelly jar and it should taste the same. But does our 
sense of taste depend on psychological factors as well as 
physiological ones? To some extent, this seems to be true. If 
you taste a wine when you are nervous, distracted or over- 
wrought, it will not make the same impression as the identical 
wine tasted in a calmer, more relaxed and inviting situation. 

It seems obvious that wine tastes better drunk from a thin 
glass than from a thick one. I can’t explain why, any more than 
lovers of Chinese food can explain why it tastes better when 
eaten with chopsticks rather than a fork. Perhaps it is only 
cultural conditioning. The cynical might suggest that we asso- 
ciate “thin” with “expensive, delicate, difficult to obtain” and 
“thick” with “cheap, ordinary, unrefined,” but I would like to 
think there is more to it than that. 


The point is that the enjoyment of wine depends on more 
than simply being able to choose the right bottle at the right 
time (although, in truth, there is nothing so simple about that). 
What I have in mind resembles the difference between hearing 
a play read aloud and seeing it performed on stage. The text is 
the same, but our perception of it is greatly altered. 

I am reminded of this by the fairly recent appearance in wine 
shops and the fancier department stores of an ever-increasing 
variety of wine paraphernalia. I don’t mean the wine-related 
antiques — from early Georgian silver to late Victorian glass- 
ware — which I described in an earlier column, although a few 
such items may appear. I am thinking of more recent objects — 
some of them straightforwardly useful, some silly gimmicks — 
that wine drinkers are being told they cannot live without. 

What are the basics for enjoying a bottle of wine? A cork- 
screw, an appropriate glass and possibly a decanter top the list. 

The corkscrew should be long enough to pierce the longest 
cork and sturdy enough to grip an older one without making it 
crumble while it’s in the bottleneck. : 

The glasses should be good-sized, colorless and polished 
bright. The clear decanter should hold a full bottle and be used 
when it is necessary to separate an older red wine from its 
sediment or to give a younger red wine a softening breath of air. 

But whose life is so simple?

How, for example, do you bring your wine to the optimal 
temperature? What if your cork breaks? What if you don’t 
finish the bottle? The wine specialty shop was invented to 
solve these problems and others you probably did not know 
you had. 

One of the best of such shops at the moment is a tiny annex 
to Morrell & Company’s well-stocked wine store on East 53rd 
Street in Manhattan. It is called Winewares and offers quality 
wine-related gifts as well as the usual range of corkscrews, wine 
books, tasting cups and cellar journals. 

Prices start at under $10 for a pair of “champagne pliers” for 
those occasions when champagne corks refuse to budge. The 
most expensive item is “La Cave 3 Temp” — an armoire-like 
storage unit that keeps 200 bottles at three different tempera- 
tures (for aging, room-conditioning and chilling). 

Among Wineware’s most popular items are the small trays 
made from the labeled ends of wooden wine cases. These are 
almost a collector’s item to begin with — especially when they 
bear famous names — because the price of wood is forcing most 
wineries today to use cardboard boxes. Morrell & Company 
found a craftsman who refinishes the pine or oak case ends, 
which the winery or chateau has burnished with its name and 
possibly its heraldry, and makes them into spill-resistant trays. 

Here are a few other items the store offers: a copper corkpin 
(used in some old-fashioned restaurants to hang the cork for 
the diner’s inspection from the neck of the bottle), a silver- 
plated decanter funnel to ensure smooth pouring, a silver- 
plated taste-vin on a chain, for those who wish to emulate a 
sommelier, a pair of Sheffield decanter coasters circa 1810 and 
the fluted crystal champagne glasses preferred by experienced 
champagne drinkers. 

For details call Morrell & Company at (212) 688-9370. 

There also are wine specialty shops at Macy’s and Blooming- 
dale’s in New York City and many of the same items are 
available in similar south Florida stores. Those looking for 
something a bit more esoteric might write to America’s Wine- 
land Crafts, P.O. Box J-1, Rolling Hills Estates, Calif. 90274. 

Much of what is offered verges on the gimmicky. There are 
“retrievers” that can extract a sunken cork from inside the 
bottle (when all you really need to do is hold the cork back with 
a toothpick and decant the wine). There are “wine thermom- 
eters” with “correct” listings for 90 wines — although in 
extensive travels through the vineyards of the world, I’ve never 
seen anyone use such a thing. Common sense and a little 
experience usually suffice. 

However, this is one place you can find the sets of Limoges or 
other china representing famous properties or vineyard maps. 
These are a perfect size for the cheese course, when you bring 
out your best red wines. The Bourdeaux series reproduces a 
19th-century design. 

And for the very traditional-minded, the store has reproduc- 
tions of early 19th-century port tongs. These long-handled 
pincers are designed to be heated red-hot and used to lop off 
the necks of port bottles (which, in times past, were heavily 
sealed as well as corked and difficult to open). This is not quite 
an everyday implement, given the scarcity of vintage port, but 
an interesting conversation piece. 

Do such things enhance our enjoyment of wine? To the 
extent they help make the drinking of wine something of a 
ceremony, I think so. Good wine deserves more than casual 
tossing back. However, if these gadgets become expensive toys 
or distract you from the wine itself, then they are a waste of 
money. O

MEDICAL EMERGENCIES — BE PREPARED 


Ir you are suddenly faced with a 
medical emergency, your state of mind 
can make all the difference between the 
victim’s life or death, between a tempo- 
rary or permanent disability, and be- 
tween rapid recovery or long hospitaliza- 
tion. 

Unfortunately, the status of emergen- 
cy medical care and first aid today, ac- 
cording to the National Safety Council, 
is “grim.” They explain, “Preparation 
for the unexpected injury, care for the 
patient and techniques for administer- 
ing medical service fall miserably below 
acceptable standards.” 

Accidents kill more than 100,000 
Americans annually and many thou- 
sands more are disabled. “Accidents are 
among the major causes of death among 
the age range of one to 37 years,” a 
Safety Council report reveals. “One per- 
son in every family should be trained in 
first aid.” 

Administering first aid does not mean 
endangering yourself or becoming the 
next victim. If you fall apart or freeze in 
the face of adversity, you can still pro- 
vide help by telephoning the police or an 
ambulance. Your goal should be that of 
the medical profession: “Above all, do no 
harm.” 

Of all medical emergencies, heart at- 
tack is the most alarming. Almost 
750,000 Americans die from it annually 
— half before they reach a hospital and 
100,000 within the first five minutes. 

Angina pectoris, coronary thrombosis 
and cardiac arrest are all disorders of the 
heart that we lump together under the 
heading of heart attacks. Each, however, 
is distinctive and in order to fulfill the 
responsibilities of first aid, you should 
recognize the symptoms. There is always 
the chance the victim may not be having 
a heart attack. 

Angina pectoris produces a strangling 
pain in the chest just below the breast 
bone. It results from too little blood 
reaching the heart. Depending on the 
degree of blood deprivation, pain may be 
mild or severe. Overexertion, a heavy 
meal, intense cold, excitement, physical 
effort or worry can all result in angina 
pectoris. 


Since angina pains can signal the on- 
set of a more serious heart condition, it is 
imperative to get the individual to a 
doctor as soon as possible. 

Coronary thrombosis — a sudden 
blockage of one of the heart’s arteries by 
a blood clot — produces a quite distinc- 
tive type of pain: crushing pain initially 
centering on the chest. If the pain per- 
sists for five minutes or more, the warn- 
ing is clear. If the pain spreads across the 
chest to the shoulders, arms, neck or jaw, 
get the victim to a hospital emergency 


room. 


In the case of both angina and coro- 
nary thrombosis, if the victim is awake 
and breathing and help is arriving, about 
all you can do is make him comfortable. 
Try to prop him into a semi-sitting posi- 
tion on the floor against a wall with a 
couple of pillows at his back. Keep the 
victim’s legs and feet horizontal. 

Keep the patient warm with blankets 


_ or a jacket, anything that will help main- 


tain body temperature. Don’t give him 
food or water or apply smelling salts. If 
he is already under medication, give him 
the prescribed medicine — usually a 
nitroglycerin tablet placed under the 
tongue. 

Should the patient lapse into uncon-_ 
sciousness, don’t be panicked into action 
without first checking to see whether he 
has merely fainted. Take his pulse from 
the carotid artery in the neck. It’s locat- 
ed about two inches away from the Ad-

am’s apple toward the ear in the hollow 
just below the jawbone. 

Take your time. New York Daily 
News science editor Edward Edelson 
notes in his report on heart attack that 
someone who has fainted “may have a 
heart rate of only 20 or 30 beats a min- 
ute.” 

If there is a pulse but no breathing, 
begin artificial respiration (also called 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation). 

e Lay the victim flat on his back. 


e Put one hand beneath the victim’s 
neck and the other on his forehead. Lift 
his neck and tilt the head backward. 

e Make sure the tongue is not blocking 
the back of his throat. 

e Place your ear close to the victim’s 
mouth with your eyes pointing toward 
his toes, so you can both listen and look 
to see if he begins to breathe. 

e Keep the neck raised and head tilted 
backward. As you hold the forehead, 
reach down and pinch the victim’s nos- 
trils with your thumb and index finger. 

e Open your mouth wide, take a couple 
of fast breaths to expand your own lung 
capacity, then a really deep breath, and 
seal your mouth over the victim’s and 
blow into it hard. 

e Give four quick breaths, one immedi- 
ately after the other, allowing only 
enough time in between to refill your 
lungs. 

e Keeping the patient’s head tilted, 
listen for breathing for about five to 10 
seconds. 

e Check the pulse. If you still have a 
pulse but no breathing, continue artifi- 
cial respiration with one breath about 
every five seconds. 

e Don’t stop until the victim is breath- 
ing on his own. 

Cardiac arrest is the most frightening 
of all heart conditions as it doesn’t allow 
you the “luxury” of comforting the vic- 
tim. Drowning, electrocution, suffoca- 
tion or shock can all result in cardiac 
arrest. No matter what the cause, how- 
ever, emergency treatment is the same. 

When there is no pulse and no breath- 
ing, check the eyes. The pupils of the 
eyes will begin to dilate within a minute 
after the heart stops beating. This will 
confirm the urgency of taking immedi- 
ate action with cardiopulmonary resus- 
citation (Palm Beach Life, November 
1981) until medical help arrives. 

While coronary attacks are the most 
feared medical emergency, choking is 
the most bizarre. It usually happens 
while people are enjoying themselves at 
dinners or parties.

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Save a Life, Bradley Smith and Gus 
Stevens observe that carelessness ap- 
pears to be the most common cause — 
distractedly eating and talking simulta- 
neously. Moderate to heavy drinking 
while eating also plays a role. 

Bandleader Tommy Dorsey died a 
victim of choking. NBC anchorman 
John Chancellor didn’t, thanks to his 
colleague Tom Brokaw. And two of the 
country’s major political figures might 
also have become statistics had their 
companions not known how to respond 
to this medical emergency. 

President Ronald Reagan, while still a 
campaigner, was saved from choking on 
an unchewed peanut and New York’s 
Mayor Ed Koch was rescued from stran- 
gling on sauteed watercress. In all three 
instances, and countless unreported oth- 
ers, the technique that saved them has 
become known as the Heimlich maneu- 
ver. 

The Heimlich maneuver should only 


‘be used to help the choking victim who 


cannot help himself. If his breathing is 
only partially obstructed and he makes 
efforts to help himself, don’t interfere. 

The choking victim who really needs 
help — and needs it within four to six 
minutes — cannot breathe. He will cer- 
tainly clutch at his throat. It is the most 
instinctive distress signal given by a per- 
son whose air supply is jeopardized. If 
you shout, “Can you breathe?” and get 
no answer and see the victim’s color 
change to white, gray, blue or gray- 
green, it’s time for action. 

Stand behind the victim and wrap 
your arms around his waist. Put the 
thumb side of your fist around his abdo- 
men just above the navel and below the 
ribs. Grasp your fist with the other hand 
and pull sharply into the victim’s abdo- 
men using four rapid, sharp, upward 
thrusts in a row. The force must come 
from the fists; don’t squeeze your arms. 
Repeat the motion. 

Should the victim be unconscious, try 
to ventilate him. Put him on his back 
and attempt mouth-to-mouth resuscita- 
tion. If you cannot force air into his 
lungs, place the heel of one hand on his 
abdomen. Put the other hand on top and 
thrust upward with four quick move- 
ments. If the object appears in the vic- 
tim’s mouth, pull it out. 

When the object is not dislodged by 
this process, you will have to probe the 
back of the throat. Lift the tongue away- 
from the back of the throat with one 
hand, use the fingers of the other as a 
probe by moving along the inside of the 
cheek and down into the throat to the 
base of the tongue. Try to crook your

lie a bundle of good reading 
this first month of spring in recently 
published novels and nonfiction. They 
all provide a bracing greeting to the 
change of seasons. 

First on my list is a book of ex- 
ceptionally clear and candid profiles, 
John Malcolm Brinnin’s Sextet: T.S. 
Eliot & Truman Capote & Others (De- 
lacorte/Lawrence, $15.95). A teacher 
and poet who now lives in Key West, 
Brinnin has the capacity for friendship 
and is, from the evidence, a master of 
keeping a journal into which he has 
poured recollections of his encounters. 

The book’s lead profile is a de- 
tailed and sensitive portrait of Truman 
Capote, mostly as he was 35 or so 
years ago. We see Capote’s youthful 
anxieties for success and we get a good 
glimpse of how success and fame went 
to his head as he joined the Beautiful 
People out of curiosity. I get the feeling 
of Capote as a willful young man in a 
hurry, eager to be reinforced by Brin- 
nin and his other friends. 

The portrait of T.S. Eliot, the 
American-born poet who spent much of 
his life in England, is another portray- 
al of an anguished personality. The 
book’s “others” are Henri Cartier- 
Bresson, the photographer; Alice B. 
Toklas, Gertrude Stein’s companion; 
Elizabeth Bowen, the British writer; 
and Edith Sitwell, the poet. 

The six constitute a garland of the 
literary folk of our time. Brinnin, who 
is in the background as an observer, 
comes through as the seventh person — 
a faithful transcriber of events, who has 
the wonderful knack of picking out the 
right episodes to delineate character 
and personality. To read Sextet is to 
make you intimately acquainted with its 
subjects. 


Hien on my list of sparklers is An- 
ton Myrer’s new novel, A Green Desire 
(Putnam, $14.95). You may recall my 
praise for Myrer’s previous novel, The 
Last Convertible, and I’m pleased to 
report he has another winner in this 
book about contemporary America and 
the country of the recent past. 


Tad Szulc’s first novel, Diplomatic Immunity, 
features unbelievable characters and a taut story. 


Myrer has a sense of timing and 
of events that change the innocence of 
youth through temptations accepted into 
corruption. The plot is tight and in- 
volves a final death as the book’s 
climax (and a dotty woman, too, who 
survives). Myrer makes it believable 
because there’s just enough fact to give 
the impression that his people could 
step out of an American social scene. A 
Green Desire, by the way, takes its bit- 
tersweet theme from the truism that 
youth is the springtime of hope, when 
the world seems green and fresh. 


1é< Szulc was once a reporter for 
The New York Times who covered the 
diplomatic beat in Washington. He has 
written widely on current news topics, 
including The Illusion of Peace, a dis- 
cerning account of Richard Nixon’s 
foreign policy. Now, in his first novel, 
Diplomatic Immunity (Simon & Schus- 
ter, $14.95), he translates his experi- 
ence into a taut story of subversion and 
revolution in a Latin America dictator- 
ship. 

The tension is between’ El 
Benefactor, the tyrant of the regime 
now breaking up, and Julia Savage, the 
young and attractive American am- 
bassador. It’s a switch to pose a wom- 
an in such a post, but Szulc is equal to 
the challenge as he pictures a person of

courage who meets with the opposition 
to Juan Ferrer, the dictator, and who 
becomes involved in a mare’s nest of 
consequences that includes a blackmail 
effort by the CIA. 

Although Julia Savage hopes for a 
peaceful solution, she does not get it; 
Szulc is too realistic to permit fantasy 
to have the last say. Yet his imagina- 
tion has conjured up a melodrama that 
seems to reflect the troubles of Central 
America; the plot is suspenseful, the ac- 
tion fast and the characters could very 
well step out of the headlines of The 
Miami Herald or Palm Beach Daily 
News. 


The ultimate grimness of Szulc’s 


novel typifies, I think, an attitude that

other writers are dealing with, too. 


Witness Tom McHale’s Dear Friends 
(Doubleday, $16.95), which opens with 
a mock suicide and proceeds with the 
ensuing confusion with the cops. 
Behind the prank, though, is a 
serious novel about a twisted marriage, 
a child and a death that is real. Some- 
how, McHale manages to end his fic- 
tion on a note of hope that is entwined 
with the coming of spring. In telling 
the bizarre tale, McHale does inject 
some comic scenes, so his book is light- 


ened by his perceptions of the zaniness 
of life. 


Nothing, though, is so zany as the 
truth, as Larry King illustrates in The 
Whorehouse Papers (Viking, $14.95), a 
behind-the-footlights account of the 
writing and staging of the Broadway 
hit, The Best Little Whorehouse in Tex- 
as, of which King is a co-author. 

Fresh and _ entertaining, King’s 
book describes the genesis of the 
comedy — his magazine article about a 
Texas bordello — and the subsequent 
adventure to the Great White Way. The 
play, which often seemed on the verge 
of bombing because of sharp personali- 
ty clashes, casting problems and shaky 


rehearsals, proved to be a_ success. 


King, who kept a journal of these ep- 
isodes, draws from it to offer what in 
retrospect is high comedy. In telling 
the gripping story, King is true to his 
past as an investigative journalist, for 
he seems not to have muted his pas-

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sions. If you want to know what goes on 
backstage, King’s enlightening account 
is just the ticket. 


Gone of pleasant books, let me 
tip off to the late Sylvia Townsend 
Warner’s Scenes of Childhood (Viking, 
$10.95). Warner, as you all know, was 
the celebrated short-story writer whose 
stuff often appeared in The New Yor- 
ker. 

The episodes in her book, a mem- 
oir drawn from her writings, evoke a 
happy English world at the turn of the 
century. In scenes of privilege that 
range from Dorset to London, Warner 
introduces us to butlers, nannies, village 
churchyards and a kooky mother. War- 
ner’s vignettes are elegant and delicate; 
one laughs with her about a mother who 
times a boiled egg by reciting the Fif- 
ty-first Psalm in Latin, or about a but- 
ler with an offensive smile. Warner is a 
classy writer, lyrical and fresh. 


Wen the authorized biography of 
poet Robert Frost came out a couple of 
years ago, it appeared in three fat vol- 
umes. It was marvelous for the dedicat- 
ed, but hardly manageable for the ordi- 
nary person who wants to learn the 


nitty-gritty. That happy task is now 
possible, you’ll be glad to know, because 
Edward Connery Lathem has shrunk 
the three volumes into one — Robert 
Frost: A Biography (Holt, Rinehart & 
Winston, $25). He has done such a fine 
job that the original account by 
Lawrence Thompson and R.H. Win- 
nick is actually improved. 

You may not come to fall in love 
with the crusty and self-centered poet 
from this one-volume work, but you will 
collect an understanding of his interest- 
ing life and a glimpse of the passionate 
feelings and thoughts he sought to con- 
vey in his poetry. You are certain to 
enjoy the pulse of good fiction in this 
book.

GROWING MY WAY 


PRESCRIPTION FOR HEALTHY LANDSCAPES 


Lee maintenance, a means of extending the life 
and appearance of everything from automobile engines to 
youthful faces, is just as important in landscaping. In Florida, 
where climate, moisture, soil, weeds, insects and disease keep 
lawns, trees and shrubs on the brink of disaster, preventive 
maintenance is an important consideration for homeowners 
concerned with the economic and aesthetic value of their 
property. 

Since March begins the season of greatest growth, it is a 
good time to initiate a maintenance program. If one engages 
in sporadic games of “catch up’ when combating weed infes- 
tation and insects, the cost of controlling the problems can 
be substantial. However, pecking away at potential trouble 
through a planned prevention program not only maintains 
the beauty and longevity of landscapes, it reduces the overall 


expense. 


A primary cause of puny plants and unhealthy grass is 
insufficient nourishment. Many areas of the country have ade- 
quate amounts of soil nutrients to sustain gardens throughout a 
relatively short growing season. In Florida, however, where 
plants grow year-round in soils that for the most part offer 
next to nothing in natural nutrients, considerable amounts of 
fertilizer are needed. 

A successful landscape is one where there is a constant 
source of nutrients. This can be accomplished only with regu- 
lar treatments of a balanced fertilizer containing three 
primary elements (nitrogen, phosphorus and potash) along 
with several secondary elements (copper, iron, manganese 
and magnesium). To maintain a constant source of these nu- 
trients in Florida soil, three yearly feedings are considered 
the minimum application. These applications should be made 
in February/March, May/June and October/November. 

Homeowers may be surprised in midsummer to find the 
lawn rapidly being replaced by weeds. Weed infestation does 
not occur overnight, but develops gradually in the absence of 
regular maintenance. One cause of weed proliferation is poor 
nutrition. Weeds are a minor problem in healthy, well-fed 
lawns. When fed infrequently or not at all, grasses become

weak, grow slowly and develop bare spots. As the grass 
recedes, weeds take over. 

A decade ago, weed-killing chemicals for overall lawn 
treatment were unavailable. Today that has changed. Weed 
and feed mixtures, most of them in lightweight, dry forms 
easily applied with a fertilizer spreader, can be used over 
existing grasses without damage. Don’t be misled by the 
“feed” portion of the name. The fertilizer is incorporated 
into the mix to stimulate grass growth in the areas where 
weeds are killed. In three to four weeks, when the weed- 
killing process appears to be complete, an application of a 
balanced fertilizer should be made. 

Weekly lawn mowing also can reduce weed growth by 
preventing the weeds from seeding. Use of a grass catcher 
can also prevent weeds from developing from cuttings. 

An added advantage of weekly mowing is keeping grass 
at its proper height. Damage and death result when grass is 
cut too short, particularly in hot weather. Set your mower at 
the recommended height and, on a regular basis, sharpen 
mower blades and pruning and garden tools. Dull tools do 
considerable damage to plants. 

Other disturbing signs for the March gardener to look for 
are masses of tiny whiteflies swarming from citrus tree cano- 
pies when branches are disturbed or soft, crusty growths ap- 
pearing on leaves. Curled leaves, usually appearing on new, 
spring growth, indicate the presence of aphids. Adult 
whiteflies and the curled leaves both indicate the secondary 
stage of insect attach, Nymphs do the most damage. Pest 
control should precede the first spring growth though signs of 
insect spread may not be visible. The same control pro- 
cedures apply to scale insects. 

Haphazard watering also contributes to unhealthy grass, 
shrubs and trees. Devise a watering program that provides 
sufficient moisture. Don’t spray the leaves — soak the ground. 
This advice is not only important for maintaining healthy 
plants, but may be necessary to cope with possible summer- 
time water restrictions. Well-watered plants develop deep 
roots and can survive droughts. 


Gardening Tips for March 

Lawns: Fertilize now if not done in February. If weeds are a 
problem, apply weed and feed mixture, followed by appli- 
cation of a complete fertilizer next month. 

Pruning: Normal pruning can begin toward the end of month. 
Prune poinsettias that have finished blooming. Cut 
branches back to within six inches of main stem. Can be 
reduced to within 18 to 24 inches from the ground. 

Propagation: Start cuttings of any plant that lends itself to 
this method: crotons, hibiscus, poinsettia and others. They 
should be ready to transplant into the ground by June. 

Planting: Go slow on annuals, it’s getting late. Some can still 
be planted but check with your nurseryman. Plant any 
containered plants now. 

Fertilizer: Fertilize lawns, trees and shrubs. Lightly fertilize 
new plantings every six weeks. Feed roses monthly. 

Insects: Check weekly for early activity of chinch bugs in St. 
Augustine grass. Spider mites are active on citrus and orna- 
mentals. Look with magnifier on undersides of leaves. Re- 
move with a stream of water sprayed under leaves, or 
spray with Kelthane or other miticide. 

Watering: Rainfall is less than three inches for the month. 
Keep shrubs, trees and lawns well watered. However, con- 
serve, because we may be headed for lawn watering restric- 
tions this summer. O

4 es boards and a passion, said 
Moliere, are all you need to make the- 
ater. Theater has been created with less 
than that, as any street puppeteer will 
testify. Nevertheless, theater is best 
made in buildings designed for the pur- 
pose, and of all the buildings designed 
for the purpose, the most magnificent 
are those designed for opera. 

Opera is demonstrably the grandest of 
the performing arts, combining musical 
composition, theater, costume design 
and scene painting, as well as dance. The 
only performing art not represented in 
opera seems to be the circus. But don’t 
forget the elephant which traditionally 
plays itself — ‘a non-singing role — in 
Aida and the horse act used to support 
The Valkyrie, which needed all the sup- 
port it could get. 

Opera was an Italian invention and - 
Italy is still the prime locale for opera — 
at least for opera considered as music- 
drama. In cities such as New York, opera 
has long been a social institution; in 
Paris it is a political institution as well. 

Opera is one of the few arts to have its 
birth in theory. Toward the end of the 
16th century in Florence, a group of 
amateur musicians, among them Gali- 
leo’s father, met to discuss the arts. 
Through a mistaken apprehension of 
how Greek drama was presented, they 
agreed drama would be infinitely en- 
hanced if it were sung rather than spok- 
en. 

The first opera, created by Jacopo 
Peri,was performed in the city in 1597. 
The second, also by Peri, and based on a 
theme from classical mythology, was 
sung in 1600 to celebrate the wedding of 
Marie de Medici to Henry IV of France. 

For the next few decades the new en- 
tertainment was confined to court or 
wealthy circles, but in 1637 the first 
public opera house was built and Italy 
had found its favorite form of music. 
Opera houses began appearing in Italian 
towns the way condos have sprouted up 
in Florida in recent years. As they had

NATIONAL BALLET 
OF CANADA— 
A New Vitality to the Classics 


See perfect placement of 
body and careful movement are the 
hallmarks of a troupe of worldwide pro- 
fessionals who have dedicated their 
lives to the art of ballet. They are 
members of the National Ballet of 
Canada and stand apart from that 
country’s oldest Royal Winnipeg Ballet 
and youngest Les Grands Ballets by 
creating onstage full-length, 19th-centu- 
ry classics. 

The ballet troupe became known 
internationally when the revered guru of 
ballet, Rudolf Nureyev, rejoined them 
temporarily to do his own idiosyncratic 
staging of Sleeping Beauty six years ago 
at New York’s Metropolitan Opera 
House. 

Alexander Grant, the New Zea- 
land-born artistic director for the bal- 
let, takes main responsibility for the 
group’s emphasis on classic ballet tradi- 
tions. 

“T want the National Ballet of 
Canada to develop and hold on to im- 
peccable renditions of the classics be- 
cause these works are, quite simply, the 
international standards for ballet,’’ the 
elfin and irreverent Grant explains.

And where better could that dance 
form unleash its talent than before a 
Palm Beach audience? This troupe, the 
largest of the three Canadian com- 
panies, will hold seven performances 
beginning March 23 through April 18 as 
part of the annual Palm Beach 
Festival. 

The ballet performances should 
prove a popular part of the festival. 
The National Endowment for the Arts 
estimates the audience for dance in 
America has grown from one million 
ticket holders in 1965 to 40 million last 
year, making ballet the fastest growing 
and most respected field in the per- 
forming arts. ; 

As Sir Frederick Ashton wrote 
three years ago, “Ballet is here to stay. 
People still crave beauty and poetry in 
art, and it is because of this deeply hu- 
man need that ballet will continue to 
have a central place among the per- 
forming arts.” 

Under the direction of Grant, with 
founder, producer and character dancer 
Celia Franca and musical director 
George Crum, the National Ballet of 
Canada is now in its 3lst season. Crum, 


- worked with choreographers 


formerly a respected opera coach, re- 
calls: “The dedication of the dancers 


- and intensity of their rehearsals made 


me switch horses and come to ballet 


- about 30 years ago. I found it more ab- 


sorbing than opera.” 

Crum is a great admirer of Celia 
Franca, who he says drives herself 
harder than anyone he has ever known. 
He is no stranger to hard work himself, 
having often spent 12-hour days con- 
ducting operas including Faust and Don 
Giovanni. 

Dr. Franca was born in London 
and began to study ballet at four years 
of age. She took classes with some of 
the greatest figures in British ballet: 
Stanislas Idzikowski, Judith Espinosa, 
Antony Tudor and Dame Marie Ram- 
bert, whose company she joined in 
1936. 

At Ballet Rambert, Dr. Franca 
whose 
works would later become part of the 
National Ballet of Canada’s repertoire 
including Andree Howard, Walter Gore, 
Frederick Ashton and Tudor — in 
whose work The Planets she debuted at 
age 15. After working with the Three

Arts Ballet and International Ballet, 
Dr. Franca joined Dame Ninette de 
Valois’ Sadler’s Wells Ballet (now the 
called the Royal Winnipeg Ballet) in 
1941. She joined the Metropolitan Bal- 
let as soloist and Ballet Mistress in 
1947. 

While she was performing with 
Metropolitan Ballet, she formed friend- 
ships that would shape her future. David 
Adams, her main dancer and choreog- 
rapher, joined the National Ballet in 
the 1950s and Erik Bruhn, the guest art- 
ist, producer and choreographer, was 
enlisted in the group in the 1960s and 
"70s. 

In 1950, a group of Toronto bal- 
letomanes asked Dame de Valois’ ad- 
vice about forming a Canadian classical 
company. She encouraged the group to 
contact Celia Franca. In February of 
the following year, Dr. Franca _ sur- 
veyed the cultural scene in Canada, and 
found that prospects seemed dim for a 
classical troupe. 

However, she was a woman who 
thrived on challenges. In less than a 
year she recruited and trained dancers, 
staged some promenade concerts, orga- 
nized a summer school, gathered a tal- 
ented artistic staff including Betty Oli- 
phant, Crum and Kay Ambrose, and 
zipped the uneven but enthusiastic new 
company into shape by November of 
1951, 

Celia Franca never relented from 
her drive to achieve perfection from 
the dancers and creative directors of 
her National Ballet group. To train her 
dancers, she set her own example as a 
principal dancer and hired guest artists 
like Seymour Bruhn and Nureyev. But, 
most impressive, there was the Na- 
tional Ballet School founded by Celia 
Franca and Betty Oliphant in 1959. 

To build a repertoire she felt it was 
necessary to emphasize the classics (in 
its fourth season this company per- 
formed the first full-length Swan Lake 
on the Continent). She drew on the 
English tradition that she loved and

Prior to the 
sale, however, the 20 or so lots will be 
exhibited at the Henry Morrison 
Flagler Museum in Palm Beach on 
March 24, 25 and 26. 

The exhibition and auction will be 
of interest to anyone concerned with 
fine jewels, Palm Beach legends or the 
late Mrs. Post.

The auction encompasses more 
than the Post jewels, but although the 
Post items make up about seven percent 
of the total lot, they may make up as 
much as 40 percent of the realized re- 
ceipts. The whole auction is estimated 
to bring a total of four to five million 
dollars. 

If that’s the way the hammer 
falls, it will be the second time this 


auction season that Marjorie Mer- | 


riweather Post items have bolstered the 
market in auctionable jewelry. This de- 
monstrates the continuing validity of 
her operating principle as one of the 
grand acquisitors of her time. 

_ Last autumn there was a general 
feeling throughout the high-ticket art 
ceiling had _ been 
reached and breached; that prices had 
gone about as high as they could go, 
both for intrinsic reasons and because 
of the increasingly fragile appearance 
of the economy as a whole. A general

retreat along the price front was anti- 
cipated. However, in a single week last 
October, three extraordinary things 
happened in Christie’s rooms. 

First, an all-time high for a John 
Singer Sargent painting was estab- 
lished. It originally was owned by E.H. 
Harriman, the railway tycoon, then by 
the Hon. and Mrs. Averell Harriman, 
and lastly by the Albany Institute, 
which put it up for sale. It brought an 
unprecendented $550,000. 

Next, a Queen Anne _ lacquered 
combination desk/bureau/bookcase, 
which was sold for $860,000, set the 
all-time record for English furniture. 
The tall, complex and richly decorated 
piece had been owned by Queen Mary, 
George V’s queen, and given to her son, 
the Duke of Windsor. It was later 
owned by actress Merle Oberon and by 
the Morgan Library, which put it up for 
sale. In 1957, it had sold for $4,760. 

The third item of that golden Oc- 
tober was a 5l-carat sapphire, owned 
by Mrs. Post who bought it from Car- 
tier’s in the 1920s. Its sale established 
the all-time record price for a sapphire 
of any size, any place, at $880,000, just 
edging out the royal family’s bookcase. 
The sapphire probably came from Bur- 
ma originally. It is now known in the 
lore as the Marjorie Merriweather Post 
sapphire. 

When asked if Mrs. Post’s name 
would have some degree of cachet at 
the forthcoming auction, Christie’s top 
jewelry expert, Francois Curiel, replied, 
“Yes, of course, but solely because she 
was known to look for and get the 
best.” 

Mrs. Post’s name will probably be 
attached to a diamond as well as that 
sapphire. There could hardly be anyone 
more entitled to have two such rare and 
precious stones bearing her name. A 
large part of her life was indeed a quest 
for the best. Cynics might say she car- 
ried that quest even into the field of 
matrimony, a sacrament that endowed 
her with a practically royal European 
set of names: Marjorie Merriweather 
Post Close Hutton Davies May. All you 
need is a By-the-Grace-of-God dropped 
in between Merriweather and Post. She 
made the somewhat pioneering step of 
reverting to her maiden name while re- 
taining the “Mrs.” so well earned. 

Marjorie Merriweather Post — 
her middle name was her mother’s 
maiden name — was born in Spring- 


field, Ill., in 1887. Her father, C.W. 
Post, made the family’s first fortune by 
producing America’s first packaged 
health food, still on the market, Grape 
Nuts. C.W. brought up his daughter to 


understand and to command in the 


business world he had successfully in- 


vaded — especially the corner of it he- 


had practically created. 

In Who’s Who, she listed herself 
as “owner and operator” of the Postum 
Cereal Co. — best known for one of the 
first coffee-free coffees — which 
eventually became General Foods. 
Although she did indeed own and 
operate the company, it was years be- 
fore she was given a seat on the board. 
She was a woman in business on the 
absolute top level, in a period when it 
was much harder for all-male director- 
ates to accept women as intelligent and 
as shrewd as Marjorie Post, even if 
they owned the company. 

Even while she was overcoming 
obstacles and making her mark in busi- 
ness, Mrs. Post was a regular rider on 
the marriage-go-round. At the same 
time, she was building a world of her 
own more or less in the manner of the 
bowerbird, flying about, finding attrac- 
tive things and bringing them home to 
be her own permanent surroundings. In 
fact, she was building not one but two 
worlds of her own, one in Washington, 
where the action has been ever since 
the New Deal and Mrs. Post’s first ad- 
ventures there, and one in Palm Beach 
(Mar-a-Lago), where the rest and re- 
laxation and life without care were then 
and still are. 

Of her four marriages, the one to 
Joseph E. Davies had the longest run, a 
full 20 years. Thanks to his career, she 
made spectacular additions to that per- 
manent, bi-located bower she was 
fashioning. 

When President Roosevelt ap- 
pointed Davies as our first ambassador 
to the Soviet Union, Marjorie went to 
Moscow with him. According to histori- 
an Samuel Eliot Morison, the Davieses 
arrived at such accommodating conclu- 
sions as they “lived at Moscow in an 
atmosphere of caviar and champagne.” 

Whatever that atmosphere may do 
to diplomacy, it does seem a natural 
enhancement to the enjoyment and the 
acquisition of artworks and that is what 
Mrs. Post, or Mrs. Davies, was up to 
chiefly during her husband’s “mission to 
Moscow.” 

She moved swiftly and _ surely 
through a trading system that was part 
black market, part Oriental bazaar 
and, inevitably, part state-operated 
trading post, to put together a dazzling 


collection of Russian arts of the oid re- 
gime. To some extent her collection 
naturally overlapped the one assembled 
by Armand Hammer during his much 
longer stay in the Soviet Union (see the 
February 1982 and January 1981 issues

But the Davies-Post acquisitions 
were broader and while the Hammer 
brothers sold the bulk of their Russian 
acquisitions in unprecedented depart- 
ment store events, Mrs. Post sold noth- 
ing. 

As it did so regularly in her mar- 
riages, eventually the time came for 
Marjorie and Joe to say goodbye. To

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ae is the time of year when we 
are fed up with party fare and fancy 
foods and would like nothing more than 
to sit down to some homespun fare. 

Europeans of all economic levels 
have long known the value of inexpen- 
sive beans, dried peas and lentils in 
cooking. Spain’s cocido made with gar- 
banzos is the pride of Castile. The pro- 
vincial bean soups of France are equally 


hearty. In Florence, Italy, you will find 
bean soup, appetizers, entrees or what- 
ever else the ingenious cook can create 
with beans. Cubans dote on_ black 
beans topped with chopped onions. 

It takes time to cook beans for 


some recipes, but little effort. Soaking . 


is not essential if you have time to cook 
the beans until tender. However, most 
cooks prefer some method of soaking to 
shorten cooking time and to improve 
flavor and texture. There is no need to 
let the beans stand 6 to 8 hours. 

Here is a quick method: To 1

pound dry beans, add 6 to 8 cups hot 
water with, if desired, 1'/ teaspoons 
salt. Heat, let boil 3 minutes, cover’and 
set aside for an hour. Drain, rinse and 
cook. 

Beans should simmer slowly. Cook- 
ing too fast can break the skins. A one- 
pound package of dry beans equals 2 
cups dry or 5 to 6 cups cooked beans. 
Beans taste better the next day, so 
cook enough for more than one meal. 

Unlike all other legumes in which 
the water is lost in drying, lentils re- 
quire no soaking. They cook to puffed 
tenderness in a mere half hour. 

Housewives in biblical times 
prepared steaming cauldrons of lentils, 
fragrant with herbs, onions and garlic. 
Lentil soup is so delicious and so simple 
to make, one wonders why it isn’t popu- 
lar in modern times. Lentils also part- 
ner well with many foods and are good 
as a salad or meat accompaniment. Af- 
ter draining, stir in some butter and 
sprinkle with chopped parsley or 
chives. 

Dried peas are another versatile 
food. Whole or split, green or yellow, 
they add variety to meals..Mashed and 
seasoned, they fit into the most aris- 
tocratic of menus. As a soup, there are 
no language barriers, since this dish is 
popular around the world. Served cold, 
vichyssoise-style, split pea soup is 
pleasantly different. 


BLACK BEANS AND RICE 
1 lb. dry black beans 
3 tbsp. olive oil 
1 med. onion, chopped 
1 med. green pepper, chopped 
2 or 3 garlic cloves, minced or mashed 
1 med. ripe tomato, skinned 
4 tsp. cumin 
Salt to taste 
Fresh coriander leaves (cilantro in 
Spanish), if available 

Wash beans and discard imperfect 
ones. Place in pot with enough water to 
cover and soak overnight if you wish, or 
follow the quick method. Water should 
be 2 inches above the beans when you 
cook them and you may have to add 
more water during the cooking. 

Add half the green pepper, half 
the chopped onion, a clove of garlic, 
tomato and about a tablespoon of oil. 
Bring to a boil and then cook over low 
to moderate heat until beans are almost 
tender, about 1 hour. Stir gently. 

Now, make a sofrito by sauteing in 
2 tablespoons olive oil the remaining 
green pepper, onion and garlic. Add 
the cumin and a bay leaf if desired, 
and a sprig of fresh cilantro. Continue 
to cook until the beans are fork tender, 
adding more water if needed. The soup 
should be thick. 

The addition of rice improves the 
nutritional balance so serve with cooked 
rice and plenty of chopped onion.

SOFRITO: 
¥3 c. olive oil ; 
3 med. size onions chopped very fine 
5 cloves of garlic

Wash and soak the beans in water 
for 2 or 3 hours and then cook them in 
the same water. After cooking for a 
half hour, add the onions, strips of pep- 
per and 4 garlic cloves. Cook until 
beans are soft and then add the sofrito 
(see next paragraph). Salt and pepper 
to taste. When ready to serve, add vin- 
egar. 

To prepare the sofrito, pour the 
olive oil in a frying pan. When hot, 
add chopped onions. Mash 5 garlic 
cloves with the oregano and add to the 
pan; stir, but do not brown. To this 
mixture add a ladle of the black beans 
and cook a minute or two. Add to the 
beans in the pot. To make the broth 
thicker, mash well some of the cooked 
beans and add to the pot. 

Serve topped with chopped onions. 

ESAU’S POTTAGE 
(Lentil soup) 
1 lb. (2% c.) lentils 
6 to 8 c. water 
1 lg. onion, chopped 
% ¢. thinly sliced carrots 
Yc. celery, chopped 
1 bay leaf — 
1 garlic bud, crushed 
Ys ¢. olive oil 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Rinse lentils. Place in a pot and 
cover with water. Add onion, celery, 
carrot, bay leaf and a little salt. Sim- 
mer gently for about a half hour or until 
lentils are soft but not mushy. Add 
more water if needed, depending on 
the thickness of the soup desired. The 
soup should not be too watery. 

Remove bay leaf. Put the oil in a 
small skillet and brown the garlic in it. 
Discard the garlic if you wish and pour 
the oil in the soup. (At our house we like 
more garlic, chopping it and sauteing it 
without browning in the oil and then 
adding the garlic and oil to the soup.) 

Correct seasoning. Sprinkle gener- 
ously with chopped parsley. ; 

Variations: Add sliced frankfurters 
the last 15 minutes of cooking time; or 
fry some small pieces of salt pork or 
bacon and add to the lentils with the

SPLIT PEA SOUP 

VICHYSSOISE-STYLE 
1 lb. (2 3 c.) green or yellow spilt peas 
7 c. chicken stock 
’2 ¢. chopped onion 
2 tbsp. butter 

Combine washed split peas with 
other ingredients and bring to boiling 
point in a heavy cooking pot (38- to 4- 
quart capacity). Reduce heat to simmer 
and cook until peas are soft enough to 
sieve. Stir to avoid sticking. While still 
hot, put through sieve, food mill or 
blender. The latter gives a smoother 
puree. Cool quickly by setting the bowl 
of puree in cold water or crushed ice, 
sitrring frequently. This makes 6 to 8 
cups puree. 

To make the soup for 6 servings 
you will need 3 cups puree. Gradually 
stir in 1 cup milk and 1 cup heavy 
cream or half and half. Taste for sea- 
soning. Cover and place in refrigerator 
to chill. Serve in chilled bowls. Top 
with a sprinkling of chives.

then the most extensive collection of 
pre-Revolutionary art outside the Soviet 
Union. 

Hillwood indeed may still enjoy 
that distinction. There are paintings 
from the old days, a roomful of Faberge 
Easter eggs, icons in great numbers, 
and even Orthodox church vestments 
that duplicate the costumes the patri- 
archs and fathers wear in the icons. 

The cream of the Russian collec- 
tions are the porcelain dinner services 
created for Catherine the Great. The 
four largest services are decorated with 
the ribbons and badges of the imperial 
orders named for Russia’s four principal 
patron saints and they are, well, impe- 
rial to look at and to imagine dining 
off in an atmosphere of champagne 
and caviar. 

Hillwood and its astonishing con- 
tents are the purpose of the April jewel- 
ry auction. Like so many people who 
have made _ substantial acquisitions, 
Mrs. Post conceived the idea of perpet- 
ually preserving her collections just as 
she had assembled them. 

When she died in 1973 her will in- 
structed that both Hillwood and Mar-a-

Lago be left to the United States. She 
intended Hillwood to be used by the 
government for state ceremonial occa- 
sions and to be the site for the per- 
manent exhibition of her collections. 
She intended Mar-a-Lago to be a win- 
ter White House. After a good deal of 
deliberation, the government turned 
both offers down. Maintenance proved 
to be too costly. 

That indomitable will — in both 
senses — has survived the setback. 
Hillwood is open for tours at $7 a head, 
and Mar-a-Lago is for sale for about 
$20 million. The sale of Mar-a-Lago 
will finance Hillwood, as will the sale 
of the jewels at Christie’s. 

Given the choice, Mrs. Post would 
probably have given up the jewels to 
preserve Hillwood, but what jewels they 
are! The queen of queens in the group is 
the ring that will be known henceforth 
as the Marjorie Merriweather Post dia- 
mond. It is a cushion-cut stone, blue- 
white and Grade D in color, the top- 
grade on a scale that goes down to Z 
and has no A, B or C. 

The diamond is thought to have 
come from Golconda, the fabled Indian 
center that gave its name to wealth 
beyond calculation.

done with painting, sculpture and archi- 
tecture, Italians shared their new inven- 
tion with the rest of Europe and eventu- 
ally, America. 

From the beginning, the opera house 
enjoyed a certain high place in the social 
strata. Americans were still Puritan in 
the 19th century, when opera finally ar- 
rived here. Opera offered an uplifting 
and moralistic form of entertainment as 
opposed to theater, which was consid- 
ered wicked and a gateway to perdition 
second only to the saloon. 

In addition, Americans were aware of 
their young country’s artistic inferiority 
to the Mother Continent. Although they 
sneered at Europeans when given the 
chance, Americans still coveted Eu- 
rope’s centuries of cultural history. 

For those reasons, the opera house, if 
not opera itself, became an American 
institution. Specimen opera houses were 
erected in small towns and cities where 
people had never heard an opera and 
seemed unlikely ever to hear one. That 
didn’t matter. The existence of the op- 
era house was a certificate of culture and 
when traveling troupes of actors or vau- 
devillians came through, the fact that

their performances were held in the op- 
era house made them acceptable. 

Continental Europe was spared Puri- 
tanism and thus lacked the particular 
American stimulus to build opera 
houses. The motivations in Europe 
tended to be civic pride or pride for the 
local royalty. Appropriately, the apothe- 
osis of the opera house, the one in Paris, 
was built out of imperial pride. 

From the time of the American Revo- 
lution to the opening of the Paris Opera, 
European cities of any pretension at all 
had to have opera houses the way Ameri- 
can cities of any pretensions today have 
professional baseball or football clubs. 
That hundred years of building pro- 
duced some of the fanciest public archi- 
tecture in the history of the art. Even a 
few great music halls were built. Follow- 
ing is a list of the best opera houses in 
the world. 


La Fenice 

In Venice the first public opera house 
was opened in 1637. By 1700, the city 
had built 10, eight of which were still in 
business. La Fenice is an 18th century 
house and, though severely damaged by 
fire in 1836, it was restored to its original 
period architecture. That period was one

of severe decline for Venice as a mari- 
time and commercial power. La Fenice 
opened its doors in 1792, a few years 
before the long-lived most serene repub- 
lic perished at the hands of Napoleon, 
never to regain its independence. The 
theater is thus a monumert and memo- 
rial of sorts. 

Off the Grand Canal, not far from the 
San Moise Church, La Fenice has four

The frame for all this is a rococo setting 
of balustrades, carved festoons and gar- 
lands, medallions and other decorations. 
La Fenice is the perfect place to hear 
Mozart’s operas and it is hard to think of 
a greater compliment. 


La Scala 

Milan’s La Scala, on the other hand, is 
the perfect place to hear most of the 
great Italian repertoire — the golden 
flow from Rossini and Bellini through 
Verdi to Puccini. 

La Scala is in all things a little heavier 
than La Fenice, relating (despite its 
opening in 1778) more to baroque than 
rococo style. Its modest facade is a re- 
minder that the theater was originally 
erected on a crowded street, not on the. 
open piazza evacuated for it. But inside, 
in the stately march of the uniform 
swags around the tiers, in the shallow 
dome, in the great chandelier, in the 
royal box, in the proscenium boxes and

in the great piers supporting the prosce- 
nium itself, is the serious approach to 
music and to life that was never part of 
Mozart and never part of Venice. 

In contrast to the delightful frivolity 
of Venice and La Fenice, the seriousness 
of La Scala reveals to the visitor the 
importance of opera to the Italian soul. 

If people need a form of fiction to 
embrace, express and instruct their col- 
lective soul, then there is much to be 
said for grand opera. And it is at La 
Scala above all other Italian opera 
houses that one encounters that Italian 
experience. 


Teatro Massimo 
Nonetheless, there is another Italian 
opera house demanding attention. Com- 
pleted in 1897, the Teatro Massimo Pa- 
lermo was one of the latest in the golden 
age of both opera and opera houses and 
the last of the great houses in the native

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land of opera. As the name implies, it is 
also the biggest house in Italy. The Mas- 
simo has a classical facade, based on 
German models, but ultimately on the

the auditorium, as in Rome and Renais- 
sance Italy, is supported by a drum. 


Paris Opera 
Grandness inevitably brings one to 


the Paris Opera. The building is the 
ultimate in opera architecture just as 
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Chartres is to Gothic cathedrals. If opera 
is grand, the Paris Opera is grandiose. 
One can hardly believe it all — from the 
bulbous facades to the grand staircase 
and grand foyer and the auditorium it- 
self, complete with chandelier. 

In this case the container — the opera 
house — definitely surpasses the thing 
contained — the opera. This is true not 
only in the sense the performances in the 
Paris Opera have been considered well 
below world standards, but in the sense 
that even if the singing and music and 
dancing were of the highest caliber, the 
grandiosity of the house would still sur- 
pass the grandness of opera. 

The architect, Charles Garnier, won 
an open competition with, among oth- 
ers, his one-time master, Violett-le-Duc. 
When asked what style the building was 
to be — classical, baroque, rococo or 
Renaissance — Garnier replied with a 
certain impatience, ‘““You don’t under- 
stand; this is the style of Napoleon III.” 
And so it was: bulbous, overflowing, 
phony at the core, endlessly elaborated 
to no particular point. 

There is something totally appropri- 
ate in the fact that Louis Napoleon — 
Napoleon III, the man who stole the 
French Second Republic as his uncle

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had stolen the first — had destroyed 
himself and his empire between the time 
work started on the opera house and the 
time it was completed. The building is as 
preposterous as was its patron and inspi- 
ration.

Covent Garden, England’s famous opera house, 
was destroyed by numerous fires and redesigned. 


Phoenix. Time and again, like the fabled 
bird, it has risen from destruction to 
begin anew. First built in 1731 and dras- 
tically overhauled in 1782, Covent Gar- 
den was destroyed and replaced 10 years 
later. It horned down in 1809, was built 
over again as a classical monument and

completely redesigned in the most flam- 
boyant style by Italian engineer Bene- 
detto Albano in 1846. Ten years later it 
was destroyed by fire again and rebuilt 
by E.M. Barry, who designed the Houses 
of Parliament after they were destroyed 
by fire. 

In spite of the Gothicism of those 
legislative buildings, Barry maintained 
Covent Garden’s classical exterior and 
Albano’s baroque for the auditorium. 
There are three tiers of stage boxes built 
into either side of the proscenium arch. 
Within the perfect circle of the audito- 
rium, the boxes form a traditional horse- 
shoe shape, sometimes more fashionably 
called “the lyre” shape. 


Metropolitan Opera House 


This horseshoe shape can be seen in 
the Metropolitan Opera House in New 
York. It opened in 1882 and was rebuilt 
after a fire 10 years later. The old Met fit 
right into the Italian, ornate style. 
Somehow, the new home of the Metro- 
politan managed to destroy all that, re- 
placing it without anything notable. As 
the English architectural historian Si- 
mon Tidworth succinctly commented, 
the old Metropolitan’s “recent destruc- 
tion and replacement by the new opera

Civic Opera House 


The United States has, however, pro- 
duced one first-class center for opera 
which still survives: the Civic Opera 
House in Chicago. This was the product 
of the great wave of new architecture 
that followed the great fire in the city 
and was the work of the great architec- 
tural partnership of the period —- Dank- 
mar Adler and Louis Sullivan. The 
house is an “invisible” opera house from 
the street. The first large-scale example

experience: an imposing facade, a com- 
fortable space for chatting in the inter- 
vals, reception rooms, the glittering de- 
cor inside or outside, and boxes. 
Compared to the absence of boxes, 
hiding the orchestra was a small matter, 
but hiding the musicians did afford the 
audience a straight sight line to the 
stage. With the musicians stepped down 
from their conductor, and some of them

produced was better than ever before. 
At Festspielhaus, one is expected to be 
reverential, not worshipful, social or 
frivolous as La Fenice invites. 


Sydney Opera House 


Finally there is the Sydney Opera 
House in Australia. Its fantasy is the 
opposite of Wagner’s; it is the architect 
as the supreme artist without obligation 
to composers, singers, performers or 
even the audience. The arresting design, 
by Danish unknown Jorn Utzon, has 
proved to be extremely difficult for the 
building’s practical purposes. The great 
“shells” of the building, although with 
no conceivable architectural, dramatic 
or musical function, have a romantic 
function: they look like a ship’s sails — 
an appropriate touch for a building situ- 
ated on one of the world’s best harbors. 

In short, houses of opera echo, repro- 
duce, transform and instruct the pur- 
poses of opera itself. From Wagner’s 
strict functionalism to Utzon’s wildest 
romanticism, opera houses reflect a vari- 
ety of art tastes and philosophy. O

E.. Lauderdale’s East Las Olas 
Boulevard surprises and delights the 
first-time visitor. Picturesque architec- 
ture, shade trees and a profusion of 
tropical flowers on the parkway, side- 
walks and balconies provide a colorful 
setting for the myriad boutiques. 

As the shopper strolls along the 
pleasant avenue, each window reveals 
one of the specialties for which Las 
Olas has become renowned. Proprietors 
display unique wares for sophisticated 
and knowledgeable clients from all 
over the world. 

Its profusion of clothing shops can 
provide for any preference. One can 
buy and furnish a home, a business or a 
yacht; select a choice steak or delicacy 
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for the cocktail hour; acquire a new 
hairstyle; lunch or dine in a dozen fine 
restaurants; arrange a trip anywhere in 
the world; or linger a few days at a 
hotel with a dock that can _ be 
approached by land or sea. 

Perhaps its most distinctive feature 
is the cordiality and friendliness of the 
shop owners. Each shop visitor is greet- 
ed with warmth upon arrival and bade 
farewell at departure. 

Expanding eastward towards the 
beach as the town developed, the area 
was soon established as the premiere 
shopping center of Fort Lauderdale, 
drawing its clientele from residents and 
visitors on their way to beach cottages 
and hotels.

fingers around the object and gently 
work it out. Administer artificial respi- 
ration if there is a pulse. If there is no 
pulse and no breathing, begin CPR. 

Drowning takes the life of some 8,000 
victims a year in the United States. Ap- 
proximately one million more are saved 
from near-drowning. In a New York 
Daily News series on accidents, Charles 
W. Bell reported “One out of two per- 
sons runs the risk of drowning at least 
once a year.” Since Florida abounds with 
beaches and pools, everyone should 
learn how to swim. We should also learn 


how to save ourselves as well as other 
people in the water. 


Most people drown because they pan- 
ic, which causes them to inhale water 
and rapidly deplete their energy stores. 
If you get a cramp while swimming, 
there’s no need to panic. You only need 
to float on your back — the body’s natu- 
ral bouyancy will keep you afloat. Try to 
relax and massage the cramped area. 

The Red Cross teaches that when res- 
cuing swimmers in trouble “you reach 
before you throw, throw before you row, 
row before you go.” It means, simply, 
that first you try to hold out something a

swimmer can grab. Next throw a line or 
row to the victim and extend an oar. 
Swim to the victim only if all else fails. 
Even then, professional rescuers advise, 
don’t attempt it unless you have had 
lifesaving courses. 

Once the victim is out of the water, 
send for an ambulance immediately. 
Should the person be unconscious or not 
breathing properly, try to provide air 
with mouth-to-mouth resuscitation. 

After a drowning victim is rescued, 
take him immediately to a hospital for 
observation. Inhaled water can damage 
the lining of the lungs, jeopardizing the 
exchange of oxygen from the air into the 
blood. 

Most of us will never be called on to 
perform first aid procedures in emergen- 
cies. But if it should become necessary 
and we act with knowledge, courage and 
speed, we can fulfill all three of first 
aid’s responsibilities: preserve life, mini- 
mize injury and deliver the victim to a 
medical team. It is an unparalleled ex- 
perience — one of life’s greatest highs to 
achieve this goal. O

o two Magnums are alike. Tie 
up a Magnum and fellow boating enthu- 
siasts will be clambering over the decks 
to see the custom-made craft up close. 

Magnum owners are among the most 
powerful people in Europe, the Middle 
East and United States. There is a truth 
in their advertising slogan: “For the rich 
who are not idle ... ” That’s how Fi- 
lippo “Ted” Theodoli describes his 
boats in Magnum sales brochures. Pri- 
vately, he refers to them as “‘my babies.” 
Odd nomenclatures, perhaps, for 25 tons 
of machinery, electronics and elegance 
that hurtle through the waters of the 
Caribbean, the Atlantic and the Medi- 
terranean at speeds between 50 and 90 
mph. . 

But Theodoli and his Swiss-born wife, 
Katrin, bring their machines to life with 
the same care and attention one would 
lavish on a newborn babe. They are, in 
effect, the parents of one of the most 
powerful high-speed ocean yachts — the 
Matlese Magnum. 

Theodoli and his wife regard every 
boat that leaves their North Miami boat 
yard, Magnum Marine Corp., as a work 
of art. So do their customers. 

“They are not glamorous people in the 
sense that they don’t seek publicity,” 
Theodoli said of his customers. “My 
boats are something only knowledgeable 
people would know how to handle and 
want. 

“Our boats are very much personal- 
ized and if the people are not rich, 
we don’t want them,”’ Theodoli said. 
Though most of his customers dislike 
having their names revealed, Theodoli 
named a few: King Juan Carlos of Spain,

the king of Sweden, and the Emir of 
Kuwait and his brothers. 

“There are three kinds of off-shore 
power boats: soft, tame luxury yachts; 
gutsy, bruising ocean racers; and Mag- 
nums,” Theodoli explained. 

The Magnum line consists of 27-foot, 
28-foot, 38-foot and 45-foot luxury 
crafts and the sumptuous 53-foot Mal- 
tese Magnum. The price for the boats 
range from the basic $45,000 27-footer 
sans options to the $750,000 Maltese 
Magnum. 

“T don’t build floating docks. I build 
boats that can go into 14-foot seas and 
do up to 90 mph. I build boats that get 
you from Miami to the Bahamas in an 
hour. You can leave in the morning and 
be there for breakfast and you will be 
able to eat all you want and drink cham- 
pagne when you arrive ... unlike other 
boats which leave you battered and un- 
able to do anything but lie down for a 
while,” Theodoli proudly stated. 

“We build a boat around the engine 
and the speed you want to travel. I can 
tailor a boat to give you more speed if 
you want. We build a basic production 
boat and then we build around it — to 
any kind of arrangement you want.” 

A smaller boat may take six weeks to 


complete, and the Maltese, up to six 
months. “‘At the moment we have a six- 
month waiting list to place an order,” 
Theodoli noted. ‘““‘We are expanding our 
premises, but we are not stepping up 
production. We feel that if we do, we 
could lose the quality control which we 
now have.” 

Theodoli recently was working on his 
19th Maltese Magnum, Bubble Up. 
Three others were in various stages of 
completion. At his boat yard, nine 45- 
footers have been made, eighty 38-foot- 
ers and a hundred 27- and 28-footers. 

“We have to intepret exactly what 
people want,” Theodoli said. For in- 
stance, one customer told Theodoli how 
his friends piled aboard his yacht in 
Newport, eating all his food and drink- 
ing all his champagne. “He felt he had 
been taken advantage of and so he sold 
his large, tame luxury yacht and decided 
he wanted a Magnum 53. He did not 
want facilities that would accommodate 
overnight guests,” Theodoli recalled. 

Though many wealthy boaters can af- 
ford larger yachts, Theodoli said there is 
a trend toward the smaller Magnums 
because “they get the thrill of being 
their own captain. They can run these 
boats by themselves with only one other

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crew member to clean the craft and take 
care of the engines. That way they don’t 
have to rely on professional captains 
who, all too often, let them down.” 

Despite their advantage of being cus- 
tom-tailored, Magnums are not for ev- 
eryone. “Sometimes a person comes in 
here and doesn’t know what he or she is 
doing. You don’t want to refuse sales, 
but sometimes people don’t even know 
what they are buying. And you hate like 
hell to see one of your babies in the 
hands of people who don’t know what 
they are doing, who complain about 
some minor detail and lose the basic 
understanding of the product,” Theo- 
doli said. 

Before any boat is delivered to its 
owner, Theodoli takes it for a test run in 
the waters off Haulover Beach in Miami. 
He alone makes the final decision on 
whether the craft is up to standard. 

“Tf it isn’t,” he said, “it will go back to 
the yard and will be worked on until it is. 
Nothing with the Theodoli name will 
leave this yard until it is perfect.” 

Ironially, the Theodoli name has a 
landlubber’s history, dating back to the 
reign of Charlemagne during the ninth 
century. 

The family owned a 40-room castle 


situated on a hilltop near Rome in the 
village of Cicilino for more than a thou- 
sand years. Many of the Theodoli’s an- 
cestors worked with the papacy. Theo- 
doli’s father, Francesco, was a member 
of the papal noble guard. 

Theodoli acquired his love for the sea 
as a youth and pursued his passion when 
he joined the Italian Naval Academy 
before the outbreak of World War II. He 
served aboard the Amerigo Vespucci, a 
370-foot square rigger in the tradition of 
19th century frigates. 

“My father was a landowner, but all 
my life I loved boats as a hobby. I had 
trained to become an officer in the Ital- 
ian Navy before the war, but I never 
served. After the war, I was left with this 
interest in boats,’ Theodoli said. 

In 19438, he left the Naval Academy 
and joined the Allied 15th Army Group 
under the command of Gen. Mark Clark. 
In later war years, he became involved in 
clandestine allied intelligence oper- 
ations. 

He came to the United States in 1947 
to visit his mother’s homeland. She was 
the former Beatrice Thaw of Pittsburgh. 
Already aquainted with prominent in- 
ternational yachtsmen, Theodoli accept- 
ed an invitiation to join the Corinthians.

Yachting remained his serious hobby 
while he purused a career in promotion 
and advertising. In 1951, he started 
working with the John C. Dowd Adver- 
tising agency and became part of the ad 
team that conceived the televised Ken- 
nedy-Nixon debates of 1960. 

After rising through the advertising 
ranks and becoming the vice president 
of Garner Advertising on Madison Ave- 
nue, Theodoli decided to retire in 1969 
from the competitive business world. 
While in Europe for the opening of one 
of three advertising agencies, Theodoli 
also opened a boating agency.“This en- 
tailed going around the world looking for 
boats to be imported and exported to 
Europe.” 

At the New York boat show in 1969, 
Theodoli fell in love with the Magnums 
and made a deal to sell them all over 
Europe. This love for the Magnums 
eventually lead to meeting and marrying 
Katrin Schnyder — the director of the 
Milan branch of CWS, her family’s in- 
dustrial hygiene manufacturing com- 
pany. 

Katrin was visiting aboard one of the 
Magnums anchored in Italy when she 
met Theodoli. “I met my husband while 
he was the exclusive representative for 
Magnum in Europe. That’s where I got 
my interest in boats and caught the 
boating bug. I did not really have any 
desire for boats until I met him,” Mrs. 
Theodoli remembered. 

The couple decided to buy Magnum 
and relocated the business in Florida for 
technical and labor reasons. South Flor- 
ida’s warm climate made it easy to cure 
the fiberglass boats and Cuban immi- 
grants provided a source for the manual 
labor needed to customize the boats. 

Fluent in English, French, German 
and Spanish, the Theodolis are able to 
work alongside their Spanish-speaking 
employees. Mrs. Theodoli, an interior 
design expert, works with the customers 
to decide upon proper color coordination 
and furnishings. 

Their work leaves little time for an 
active social life. But whenever they can, 
the couple plays tennis at Turnberry Isle 


or the Palm Bay Club where they live. 


Theodoli is a member of the Miami 
Heart Fund and once donated a 27-foot 
Starfire to a fund-raiser auction. 
Commenting on his _ seven-day-a- 
week, 10-hour-a-day job of running 
Magnum, Theodoli said, “When some- 
thing like this is yours, you can’t quit. 
No one takes care of business like you 
would yourself.” O

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Mention the names Nourmahal, 
Corsair and Sea Cloud and the eyes of 
old-time yachtsmen sparkle as they re- 
call the days when yachts were the size 
of oceangoing vessels and resembled 
floating palaces. 

The owners’ names are as legendary as 
their yachts — Morgan, Astor, Vander- 
bilt, Post. These yachtsmen lived life in 
a grand style on sea as well as land. 

For some, the yachts were more than 
just a method of travel. They were an 
escape from business or society pres- 
sures. 

According to Artie Kyle of Spencer 
Yachts in West Palm Beach, most of the 
old boats have now become white ele- 
phants. 

“They were wooden and wore out. 
Even the rich can’t afford them, and the

people who maintained them are no 
longer available,” said Kyle. 

“Shipwrights who understood work- 
ing with wood strains get more money 
these days working as_ contractors. 
What’s more it costs $40,000 to paint a 
yacht and a yard bill can be $200,000.” 

He ‘continued, “Cost of maintenance 
is 20 percent of the value and skippers 
who received $100 to $200 a month dur- 
ing the Depression now command be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000 a year as 
starting salary.” 

Equipped to navigate under steam or 
with full-blown sails, many of these 
yachts measured 300 feet in length. Al- 
though owners visited Palm Beach, most 
of the yachts docked at Miami when 
they sailed south. With Intracoastal 


shoals measuring 12 feet or less, putting 


in at Palm Beach could be risky. 

The Florida Yacht Club was founded 
by William Astor, who owned the origi- 
nal Nourmahal (light of the harem). As- 
tor’s grandfather, patriarch John Jacob, 
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was the son of a butcher from Waldorf, 
Germany. John Jacob got his start sell- 
ing sweets on the streets of New York 
and later amassed a fortune in fur trade, 
real estate and shipping. 

When he died in 1848, John Jacob left 
$30 million to his family. Grandson Wil- 
liam’s yacht was the largest steam yacht 
in the world and was used by its owner as 
a refuge from New York and Newport. 

When William’s son Jack inherited 
Nourmahal he had a run of bad luck. 
The ship hit the New Hamburg Reef in 
the Hudson River, raced J.P. Morgan’s 
Corsair and ran into a ferry in New York 


Harbor, and later rammed the Vander- 
bilt’s North Star, causing $15,000 dam- 
ages. Jack later sailed on the ill-fated 
Titantic. 

Along came Vincent Astor, son of Jack 
Astor and Lady Ribblesdale, who built a 
second Nourmahal. 

His yacht had a crew of 42 and cost 
$250,000 annually to operate. Extrava- 
gant fittings included a grand salon 
decorated in beige and gold with a wood- 
burning fireplace. The dining room was 
paneled in walnut and the vessel con- 
tained a library and sun deck. 

As commodore of the New York Yacht 
Club, Astor assumed his position with 
equanimity and humor. He wore ties 
patterned with penguins and his ciga- 
rettes and cuff links were similarly 
adorned. Why did he select penguins? 
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“Because we both walk with our feet 
sticking out,” the commodore explained. 
Astor often took his yacht to the Galapa- 
gos Islands on scientific trips to bring 
back penguins for the New York Zoolo- 
gical Society. 

His sense of humor helped entertain 
his guests. Astor enjoyed confronting 
male passengers with fake stock market 
disaster reports. And if any of the mar- 
ried female guests aboard were involved 
in clandestine love affairs, he printed 
false newspaper items of the alliances 
and had the newspaper inserts delivered 
to the women at breakfast. He followed

up with phony telegrams from both out- 
raged husbands and lovers. 

William Vanderbilt II also owned a 
Nourmahal that was renowned as a re- 
treat for Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
Vanderbilt was host to FDR on the near- 
fatal trip to Miami when Mayor Maurice 
Cermak of Chicago was killed by a bullet 
intended for Roosevelt. Vanderbilt and 
FDR shared many cruises. 

The ship served in the U.S. Navy dur- 
ing World War II and was sold to the 
government at the end of the war. 

Other members of the Vanderbilt 
family also loved the sea. The original 
Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt got 
his start as a vegetable farmer, trans- 
porting produce in a rowboat from New 
York to Staten Island. As business pros- 
pered he bought a ferry for vegetables

and passengers. He later owned a fleet of 
ferryboats and then a fleet of clipper 
ships that served the government during 
the Civil War. 

In 1849 Vanderbilt ships carried gold 
miners from Nicaragua to California. 
Commodore Vanderbilt acquired the 
original North Star in 1854. It was 270 
feet long and the first real steam yacht in 
the United States. 

North Star staterooms were decorat- 
ed in primary colors and gold. The grand 
salon was furnished in Louis XV 
rosewood furniture. Boilers were con- 
cealed behind gilded bronze trellises.

Dining room walls were fabricated from 
polished marble and a white ceiling was 
adorned with gold medallions of famous 
Americans. 

The commodore’s ship struck a reef 
the day it was launched, thus postponing 
a journey to Europe. 

In 1886, William K. Vanderbilt built 
the 285-foot Alva at a cost of $500,000. 
The vessel had steel cabins paneled in 
mahogany. Woodwork was finished in 
white with gold trim. A sliding skylight 
opened to the sun and air. The yachts- 
man even included a cushioned settee in 
the interior design so his guests could sit 
and watch the crew at work in the engine 
room. French walnut furnishings and 
Oriental carpets added to the luxury of 
the yacht, which was staffed by a crew of 
Do. 

Vanderbilt cruised to Nassau, Turkey 
and Egypt. At the latter port of call he 
purchased 300 tons of inferior coal. The 
coal didn’t burn, but it did smoke up the 
yacht. The Alva was sunk off Martha’s 
Vineyard in 1892. 

In 1902, Cornelius Vanderbilt III pur- 
chased a 233-foot yacht also named 
North Star. He dressed the part of 
yachtsman choosing a blue jacket and 
white trousers. His children wore Eng-

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lish sailor hats emblazoned with the em- 
blem SY (steam yacht) North Star. 

He was a favorite with royalty. King 
Edward VII visited North Star and the 
ill-fated Czar Nicholas II of Russia also 
was entertained on board. 

J.P. Morgan, born to wealth, also had 
a passion for the sea. He acquired the 
165-foot Corsair in 1881. He used the 
original vessel as transportation from his 
New York offices up the Hudson River 
to his home. In 1890 the Corsair IT re- 
placed its predecessor and was the site of 
a secret rendezvous with President Gro- 
ver Cleveland. The two eminent Ameri- 
cans met to discuss maintaining the gold 
standard and to play cribbage. The ship 
was commanded by the U.S. Navy in the 
Spanish-American War and became the 
U.S.S. Gloucester, a gunboat. 

Corsair III was commissioned as a 
replica of Corsair IT. It was 302 feet long 
and special carpets had to be loomed as 
the original pattern used in Corsair II 
had been discontinued. 

The portly Morgan — who breakfast- 
ed on fruit, porridge, rolls, meat, eggs, 
fish, tomatoes and whatever else ap- 
pealed to his prodigious appetite — had 
no limitations. On one eventful outing 
he met his family returning from a voy- 


age to Europe on the Oceanic. He went 
by launch from Corsair to Oceanic. With 
cigar in mouth he climbed a 60-foot rope 
ladder, clambered over the ship’s rail 
and inquired, ‘“‘Where is Mrs. Morgan?” 

The Morgans frequently visited Eu- 
rope and the Mediterranean. They often 
crossed on a commercial liner and then 
met their yacht for cruising the Mediter- 
ranean and Adriatic. On these trips 
Morgan visited Pope Pius X and the 
king of Belgium. 

Son Jack Morgan launched Corsair IV 
in 1921. That vessel cost $2.5 million. He 
maintained the ship until 1935, at which 
time he put it into dry dock. The ship 
was given to the British Navy during 
World War II and served as an emergen- 
cy patrol boat. Eventually it was sold as 
a cruise ship and met its demise on the 
rocks of Acapulco. 

The late Marjorie Merriweather 
Post’s Sea Cloud, is a survivor, however. 
The yacht with a long and glamorous 
career continues to cut a swath. 

The four-masted schooner with 30 
sails was built in 1931 at a cost of 
$900,000. Maintainence was $250,000 
annually. A crew of 72 manned the ship.

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Te last of the clipper ships”’ is 
how the late Marjorie Merriweather 
Post referred to her 316-foot, four-mast- 
ed bark called The Sea Cloud. When she 
and husband Edward Hutton decided in 
the late 1920s to have a yacht designed 
for their use, they had to settle for a 
square rigger. 

Nonetheless, the yacht, which eventu- 
ally wound up with no less than 30 sails, 
contained the imprint of its extravagant 
owners. 

Designed by naval architects Cox & 
Stevens, The Sea Cloud had the whims 
of its master and mistress incorporated 
into its hulls. 

Hutton wanted all the latest equip- 
ment: a gyrostabilizer, a ship-to-shore 
telephone, watertight bulkheads that 
could be closed from the bridge, four 
diesel engines and oil tanks large enough 
to give the vessel a cruising range of 
20,000 miles. His wife concentrated on 
the aesthetics of the ship. 

In a warehouse in Brooklyn, specifi- 
cally rented for her purpose, Mrs. Post 
had the ship’s dimensions chalked upon 
the floor. As each piece of furniture she 
purchased for her oceanbound palace 
was bought, it was placed in the exact 
position it would later occupy aboard 
the ship. 

No expense was spared to make the 
boat opulent. Aubusson carpets were 
laid in the staterooms; Italian marble 
and gold fixtures were installed in the 
bathrooms. Even different types of wood 
were used for various parts of the ship. 
Hand-carved walnut, for instance, was 
mounted in the dining room and cap- 
tain’s quarters. Mahogany was selected 
for the chart room and oak for the offi- 
cer’s quarters. 

Durable teak was used for Hutton’s 
Elizabethan smoking room, the bridge, 
all outside doors, deck seats and other 
exposed areas where wood was to be 
installed. 

Launched in 1931 in Kiel, Germany, 
The Sea Cloud originally was christened 
The Hussar. But Mrs. Post changed the 
name of her ship after she divorced Hut- 
ton and married Ambassador Joseph 
Davies. 

In 1941, The Sea Cloud was commis-

sioned to help in the war effort. It was 
stripped down and used by the U.S. 
Navy as a weather ship for patrol in the 
North Sea. While on duty the ship re- 
ceived five chevrons and numerous rib- 
bons. After the war, the ship was re- 
turned to Mrs. Post, who kept it as her 
private yacht until she sold it to the 
Dominican Republic dictator, Rafael 
Trujillo. 

The Dominican strongman promptly 
installed machine guns on the ship’s 
deck and called it a warship in order to 
save paying taxes on it. After Trujillo’s 
assassination in 1961, The Sea Cloud 
was eventually sold to a Miami business- 
man to be used for charter service. How- 
ever, the sleek vessel wound up in a dry 
dock, suffering from dry rot. An oceano- 
graphic society purchased it for teaching 
purposes, but instead the ship again was 
hauled out, this time in Panama. - 

The Sea Cloud was finally rescued by 
a German sea captain who talked 10 
German millionaire yachtsmen into re- 
furbishing the ship for $6.5 million. To- 
day the ship is used as a chic cruise 
vessel that often tours Mediterranean 
coastal villages and the Greek Isles. 

To accommodate 70 passengers in a 
space first designed to house a maxi- 
mum of 10 guests, The Sea Cloud under- 
went a few alterations. Hutton’s smok- 
ing room was converted into 14 
staterooms and a sun deck complete 
with a bar. Eight staterooms were built 
above the lounge and dining rooms. 

The result is a comfortable cruise ship 
unlike any other. The engines stop, the 
vibration ends and the sails carry you 
away to the beautiful Mediterranean. O

Holmes, the author describes happy 
summers at sea enjoyed by Mrs. Post 
and daughter Nedenia (actress Dina 
Merrill). She writes of the socialite’s en- 
counter with the queen of Norway dur- 
ing Mrs. Post’s marriage to Joseph Da- 
vies, ambassador to Russia. The ship 
was anchored in Leningrad when the 
queen boarded. After inspecting the lav- 
ish liner she commented to her hostess, 
“You live like a queen.” 

During World War II the ship was 
leased to the Coast Guard and func- 
tioned as a submarine chaser in the 
North Atlantic. Later the vessel was re- 


stored. 
In 1954 Sea Cloud was sold to Rafael 
Trujillo — who mounted guns on the 


deck in order for the vessel to be classi- 
fied as a warship and to avoid paying 
dock charges. He renamed it Angelita. 

Following Trujillo’s assassination, the 
Dominican Republic sold the vessel to a 
Louisiana businessman who tried to es- 
tablish it as a charter yacht. 

The vessel now has reclaimed its 
maiden name Sea Cloud and is char- 
tered with quality intact by educational 
and cultural institutions. Sea Cloud is 
able to accommodate 70 guests in luxu- 
ry. 

During the summer of 1981 the Na- 
tional Trust for Historic Preservation 
sponsored cruises on the Sea Cloud to 
Mediterranean coastal villages along the 
Tyrrhenian, Ionian and Adriatic Seas. 

Walter Gubelmann, a guest on an ear- 
ly Sea Cloud cruise, said in Palm Beach 
recently, “She remains a grand ship.” 

In 1937, newspapers headlined the 
race from. New York to Bermuda be- 
tween Walter Gubelmann aboard Seven 
Seas and Huntington Hartford on his 
116-foot Joseph Conrad, built in 1882. 

“We were all at a party after the 
American Cup Race,” recalled Gubel- 
mann. “The challenge came up and 
Hartford and I accepted it.” 

The New York Tribune reported this 
was the first time two privately owned, 
fully rigged vessels ever sailed a match 


race. Handicapped by the New York 


Yacht Club, the adventurers set off for 
their Bermuda destination with the 
price of dinner as a prize. 

Hartford was victorious by one min- 
ute and 22 seconds. 

Seven Seas has since been broken up 
and Joseph Conrad is landlocked at the 
Mystic Seaport, a maritime museum in 
Connecticut. 

Another Palm Beach resident also has 
vivid memories of a parental yacht. Paul 
Ilyinsky, whose own yacht Angelique is

docked in Palm Beach, is the son of the 
late Grand Duke Dimitri of Russia and 
the late Audrey Emery of Cincinnati. 

He recalls the Marianna, built in 1881 
and converted to a yacht in 1900 by 
textile manufacturer Robert Chelsea. It 
was an 175-foot schooner. 

“She passed through two or three 


hands and kept getting fancier,” said 
Ilyinsky. ‘Mother gave her the ultimate 
finish. She was a Marconi-rigged schoo- 
ner. 

“In 1932, three months before the war 
started, the yacht left Dubrovnik, Yu- 
goslavia, with very little fuel. It cleared

Gibraltar and crossed the Atlantic in 25 
days completely under sail. The captain 
wired the Coast Guard in Charleston, 
S.C., to expect the ship at 12:30 on a 
specific date. 

“We were all there waiting and we 
went to the roof of the Fort Sumter 
Hotel, the highest point in town, and 
sighted her at exactly 12:30. This was a 
real feat of seamanship,” Ilyinsky add- 
ed. 

In 1940 Marianna served as a Coast 
Guard patrol ship. In 1942 it hit a reef at 
Cape Hatteras, N.C., and sank. 

Palm Beach residents were able to 
view one of the magnificent private 
yachts still afloat today when the late 
Aristotle Onassis’ yacht Christina an- 
chored at the Port of Palm Beach during 
the marriage of Jacqueline Kennedy On- 
assis to the Greek shipping tycoon. 

Built in 1952 as the Stormont, the 
vessel became a surplus Canadian frig- 
ate. Onassis acquired it from a Balti- 
more scrap dealer and had it converted 
in Germany. 

Those who boarded the 328-foot yacht 
encountered an opulent display of spa- 
cious suites, priceless paintings and ex- 


travagant decor. The master bathroom 
of sienna marble was a duplicate of the 
bath of King Minos of ancient Crete. A 
hydraulic lift converted the swimming 
pool to a dance floor. 

Stavros Niarchos was not to be out- 
done. His 380-foot Atlantic, 900 tons 
heavier than Christina, cost $8.5 million 
when built in 1974. 

Twelve guest suites on the Atlantic 
are named for paintings of famous art- 
ists such as Klee and Dali, whose works 
hang in separate suites. Andy Warhol’s 
paintings of Elvis Presley decorate the 
bar. 

The fully automated ship carries a 
helicopter landing pad, a Rolls-Royce 
and a Volkswagen Karman Ghia. Niar- 
chos has willed that the ship be sent to 
the bottom of the sea with his body upon 
his death. 

While grand old yachts may be on the 
wane, grand yachts are not. Feadship 
America, Inc. of Fort Lauderdale is in 
the custom-yacht business. Boats are 
built in Holland and range from 80 to 
200 feet in length. The boats are build to 
order, and the waiting period depends 
upon size and equipment desired. 

According to a spokesman for the

had been schooled in — works by Tu- 
dor, Ashton, De Valois, Gore, Howard, 
Cranko. 

Throughout the years of developing 
and nurturing the National Ballet, Dr. 
Franca stressed the importance of Ca- 
nadian choreography. She took more 
than 30 Canadian ballets into her rep- 
ertoire and started choreography work- 
shops that have gleaned Ditchburn, 
Kudelka and Patsalas. To give the 
troupe the needed experience and wide 
exposure, Dr. Franca took them across 
Canada and the United States to Mex- 
ico, Japan and throughout Europe. And 
even during times of intense financial 
strain, she always maintained the 
highest artistic standards. 

The National Ballet became a 
classical company whose _ repertoire 
embraces contemporary works and en- 
courages the creation of ne es. 

In the first decade of thesr history, 
the company overcame technical and 
financial problems and even featured 
regular seasons using 12 choreographers. 
During the ’60s, with state financial 
aid, a new theater facility was con- 
structed enabling the troupe to give

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more elaborate productions. Additions 
to the repertoire included John Cran- 
ko’s Romeo and Juliet (1964), Erik 
Bruhn’s Swan Lake (1967) and Roland 
Petit’s Kraanerg (1969), 

In the early ’70s, the company 
performed in Japan, England, Scot- 
land, Belgium, Monaco, Switzerland 
and Germany. Audiences responded 
with passion. Critics rallied to applaud 
the dancers’ exact precision of form, 
but felt the group should diversify and 
show more enthusiasm and perhaps 
more modern movement. 

In 1972, the company signed a 
contract with the late Sol Hurok, who 
then signed Nureyev as guest artist. The 
National Ballet made two lengthy tours 
of the United States. For its impressive 
debut at New York’s Met a year later, 
Nureyev’s rendition of Sleeping Beauty 
got raves, as it did at subsequent perfor- 
mances there as well as later at the 
New York State Theatre. Bruhn’s Cop- 
pelia (1975), Hans van Manen’s Four 
Schumann Pieces (1976), Ann 
Ditchburn’s Mad Shadows (1977) and 
James Kudelka’s A Party (1978) were 
added.

The company celebrated its 25th 
anniversary in 1976 during a glamorous 
and gala season in Toronto with a re- 
vival of Romeo and Juliet and the Ca- 
nadian premiere of Ashton’s La Fille 
Mal Gardee. A year later, Jerome Rob- 
bins’ Afternoon of a Faun and Ashton’s 
Monotones II were added. 

Under Grant’s direction, such art- 
ists as Marcia Haydee, Natalia 
Makarova, Peter Martins, Richard 
Cragun and Fernando Bujones per- 
formed with the National Ballet. In 
turn, the group’s own principal dancers 
have appeared all over the globe. In 
January of 1977, Grant accompanied 
Karen Kain and Frank Augustyn to the 
Soviet Union, where they appeared as 
guest artists with Moscow’s Bolshoi 
Ballet as well as in local companies in 
Tallin, Vilnius and Kieve. Grant had 
danced in Russia in 1961 while he was 
a member of the Royal Ballet.

In New 
York at the Met, the company opened 
its two-week season with La Fille Mal 
Gardee — a lyric poem of ballet 
familiar to American audiences through 
its performances by Britain’s Royal 
Ballet. Perhaps not quite as refined as 
the British version, the Canadians 
brought out a new brashness and vitali- 
ty with this first New York perfor- 


-mance using principals Karen Kain and 


Augustyn. However, in 1977, Nureyev 
did not perform Sleeping Beauty again 
but Bujones of the American Ballet 
Theatre and Peter Schaufuss, the famed 
Danish dancer, prepared to come 
aboard. 

In springtime a year later, the 
troupe traveled extensively and made 
its debut at Artpark in Lewiston, N.Y.

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artists, allowing the Canadians to show 
their own promise. Gizella Witowsky 
played Myrtha well and the roles of 
the young lovers Giselle and Albrecht 
received rave reviews. Veronica Ten- 
nant, as Giselle, danced wildly for her 
lover. In her mad scene, she alternated 
between dazed moments where she ap- 
peared to be trying to anesthetize her- 
self against reality and violent spasms

in which reality broke through to her. 
As a ghost in the second act, she paid 
strict. attention to romantic style, 
which was lauded by the audience. 
Thomas Schramek’s Albrecht was an 
impulsive young aristocrat, blind to the 
world of courting a peasant. He avoided 
flamboyance, realizing Giselle’s death 
had brought about Albrecht’s emotional 
maturation. Crum conducted Giselle. 
Giselle was followed by MacMil- 


lian’s Elite Syncopations, a ballet to 
music by Scott Joplin, again, originally 
composed by the Royal Ballet. The 
choreography was dizzy and busy. At 
the 1979 performance, dancers wore 
gaudy costumes allowing them to cut 
loose in a pleasant and lively, madcap 
fashion. 

Furthermore, the fall season that 
year marked Anthony Dowell’s first 
National Ballet appearance. He danced 
roles in two ballets that were created 
just for him: The Dream and Four Schu- 
mann Pieces. 

The  Cervantino International 
Festival in Guanajuato and Mexico City 
was a highlight of 1980 — the com- 
pany’s first Mexican appearance in 12 
years. By then Harold Lander’s Etudes, 
Maurice Bejart’s Song of a Wayfarer 
and Michel Forkine’s Le Spectre de la 
Rose were added to the repertoire, as 
well-as a revival of Balachine’s Sere- 
nade. 

Ms. Kain stood out like a radiant 
rose in her performance that year as 
Swahilda in Roland Petit’s version of 
Coppelia at New York’s Uris Theatre. 
It was a Kain the dancer had not yet 
shown in her eight-year career with the 
National Ballet.

had always been the model of correct- 
ness, the backbone of the National 
Ballet. She was always identified with 
classic 19th-century roles. Petit, how- 
ever, brought out a new and freer wom- 
an. 

The New York Times dance critic 
Anna Kisselgoff said, “Kain was not 
afraid to camp-up a campy ballet, and 
she was even as cute as a button. She 
set the tone for the enormous gaiety 
that filled the entire stage.” 

Ms. Kain’s’- performance’ en- 
couraged Peter Schaufuss as Franz and 
Luigi Bonino as Coppelius into even 
finer performances than had been seen 
previously. 

Ms. Kain was lauded as the best 
female dancer on stage all that season. 
Her careful training at the National 
Ballet School had paid off. She showed 
the critical audiences of New York that 
she was on top of her technique and 
could perform with clarity and place- 
ment. 

During the last two years the Ca- 
nadian troupe has performed in Italy at 
the Nervi Festival and in Washington, 
D.C., at the Carter-Barron Amphithea- 
tre, in addition to many engagements 
throughout their homeland. New reper- 


toire during this period has included 
Brian MacDonald’s Newcomers, com- 
missioned by Imperial Oil Ltd. for its 
100th anniversary and Peter Schaufuss’ 
production of the August Bournonville 
classic Napoli. 

Newcomers may be too esoteric 
for export, as one scene circa 1837 in- 
volves a rebellion that can only make 
sense to Canadians or those that under- 
stand that country’s history. But this of- 
fering is pure dance ballet. The opening 
is replete with elemental forces sym- 
bolized by sack-like figures doing 
modern dance movements. It has been 
called a “mass square dance that looks 
classical.” The ballet debuted last 
March at the O’Keefe Center in Toron- 
to with a new case of principals, enthu- 
siastically led by Vanessa Harwood, 
Anton Koloczy, Cynthia Lucas and Da- 
vid Roxander. 

They will be joined in the up- 
coming Palm Beach performance by 
other dancers including Ms. Kain from 
Canada and Mary Jago, Nadia Potts 
and Victoria Tennant, who are all from 
England. Males include Augustyn of 
Canada, Charles Kirby and Clinton 
Rothwell of the United States, 
Schaufuss of Denmark, Schramek from 
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fastest selling Art form: including members of 
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Czechoslovakia, Raymond Smith of 
Edinburg and Hazaros Surmeyan from 
Yugoslavia. In addition, there will be 
14 first soloists and six second soloists. 
There are 33 artists of the ballet that 
join Crum and John Goss, the associate 
conductor, Joanne Nisbet and David 
Scott — ballet mistress and master re- 
spectively (they are also married), and 
Fujiko Imajishi, the concert master. 

While much of the National Bal- 
let’s dream has been fulfilled, their 
slow, but hard work is felt every day of 
the year. 

“An actor must read and study a 
play before he acts it and in ballet, one 
must work slowly and carefully. The 
role must emerge from the steps and 
the music and I try to encourage the 
dancers to work by themselves to find 
a valid interpretation,” Scott explains. 

But despite incredible pressures in 
practicing, performing, obtaining finan- 
cial assistance and achieving diversity, 
morale at the National Ballet is high 
and it has been that way for several 
years. The push toward international 
stature given this peripatetic dance 
group by Nureyev has been reinforced 
by Grant as artistic director. More em- 
phasis on new choreography and con-

temporary movement coupled with the 
standard classical facade of the Na- 
tional Ballet keeps the principal danc- 
ers interested and challenged. 

“Maybe at one time I would have 
had to leave National to gain the expe- 
rience and growth potential in ballet. 
But that’s not true today. I can grow 
artistically right here because this com- 
pany is being appreciated in Canada 
and outside in important cities like 
New York. We have great directors, 
new repertory and exciting choreogra- 
phy. Why should I travel the world to 
find what I have at home?” Ms. Kain 
asks. 

But the company must remember 
the importance of touring, continuously 
exposing itself to culture lovers of the 
world. While most of these audiences 
have a predilection for the full-evening 
classics, a great company needs three 
things: a classic repertory, significant 
20th-century revivals and native work. 

A lot of hard work, excellent 
direction and talented dancers have 
given the National Ballet of Canada 
just that. Their world is wide open. O

the rich and famous. Walk through its streets and 
you can hear a dozen languages being spoken. 
You'll recognize world-famous shops — names you 
have become accustomed to seeing in Rome, Paris, 
London and Hong Kong. 

Yes, New York is a wonderful city with some of 
the best restaurants in the world. The following is a 
tempting selection of the top spots to dine in New 
York City: , 

SUMPTUOUS. 


The Coach House, 110 Waverly Place, (212) 777- ° 


0303. This unique restaurant has a small com- 
fortable dining room with the feeling of an Eng- 
lish country inn. But when it comes to dining, the 
food is unusual and excellent. Specialties include 
prime ribs of beef, rack of lamb, crispy duck 
and a fudgy homemade chocolate cake. 


Grenoville, 3 £. 52nd St., (212) 752-1495. 
Some of the most famous names in the world 
come here to eat fine, light French fare. The 
food is tempting with such favorites as shrimp in 
a pink dressing, pate du chef, hot saucisson, 
oeufs en gelee, lobster bisque and grilled sole. 


Lutece, 249 E. 50th St., (212) 752-2225. Some 
gourmets consider this to be the finest French 
restaurant in the United States. The owner-chef 
insists on perfection. The food looks as good as 


it tastes and the charming townhouse setting 
enhances the enjoyment of eating here. The 
menu has such specialties as a crisp Alsatian 
onion tarte, duck mousse, foie gras baked in 
brioche, steamed rouget, sweetbreads, tarts and 
chocolate souffle. 


Cirque, 58 E. 65th St., (212) 794-9292. Such 
fashionables as Nancy Reagan, Governor Carey 
and his wife, Paloma Picasso and countless oth- 
ers vie for the best tables in this chic restaurant. 
The food is incredible: it can be as light as a 
diet or as intricate as you wish. One of their 
specialties is their carpaccio Toscane — thin 
slices of tender raw beef served with a green 
sauce and shaved pieces of cheese. Their veal 
dishes are superb and their desserts are a de- 
light to both the palate and the eye. 


Cote Basque, 5 E. 55th St., (212) 688-6525. 
This old favorite was bought by master chef 
Jean Jacques Rachou several years ago. The ser- 
vice is attentive and the food is of the highest 
quality. Their specialties include cote de veal, 
carre d’agneau and poularde au Champagne. 


Il Nido, 251 E. 53rd St., (212) 753-8450. This is the 
finest Italian restaurant in the city, specializing 
in Northern Italian cuisine. Its only drawback is 
that it is small and very crowded, so reserve in 
advance and try for either early or very late 
dining. Their pastas are fresh, their soups first- 
rate and their broiled red snapper is the best 
you’ve ever eaten. 


FUN PLACES 


Joanna, 18 E. 18th St., (212) 675-7900. This enor- —

mous restaurant is situated in a most unlikely 
neighborhood — between Fifth Avenue and 
Park Avenue South, just a short distance from 
Gramercy Park. But ‘it is beautiful inside, with 
huge flower photographs and a long antique 
bar. You can eat as lightly as you wish or in- 
dulge in their excellent, more substantial menu. 
Whatever you decide, you may be sure that the 
food will be as good and tempting as the sur- 
roundings and the crowd itself. 


Da Silvano, 260 Sixth Ave., (212) 982-0090. This 


small Village restaurant is becoming more and 
more popular’ with people who enjoy Italian 
food. Some say it is the best Italian restaurant 
in the Greenwich Village area; all agree it is 
superb by any standards. The restaurant is in a 
small store and laid out very simply. Its only 
adornments are flowers and plants. Their spe- 
cialties include seafood salad, crostini, fresh 
green pasta, broiled sturgeon, venison and 
braised beef with a red sauce. 


Tulipe, 104 W. 13th St., (212) 691-8860. This is 
a tiny restaurant which specializes in fine French 
food. Owned by chef Sally Darr, La Tulipe’s 
food gets better as it goes along. Their oyster 
bar serves some of the area’s sweetest oysters. 
They also serve a mighty pate, fine ravioli, red 
snapper in a paper balloon, shrimp ragout, 
squab, thin-sliced calf’s liver, tasty goat cheese 
and tarts made from the fruit of the season. 


Relais, 712 Madison Ave., (212) 751-5108. This 
is a restaurant which never sleeps. Stop by early 
in the day and you will find young Continentals 
sipping at the bar, join a friend for lunch and 
find yourself surrounded by international per- 
sonalities, or have cocktails at the sidewalk cafe — 
and hear a dozen languages spoken. People 
love to come here to meet their friends and eat 
the comparatively simple fare. The attractive de- 
cor enhances the atmosphere, but the people 
are the key to the success of this French restau- 
rant. There usually are good appetizers such as 
asparagus in season. The poached fish is excel- 
lent and their quiche is worth ordering.
